Now, in this development wo can trace two 
elements which 1 thinic havo materially contribut- 
ed to our conception of , progress, especially the 
developments which have taken place in the SOth 
century. 

Tliere flist, the amazing Browlh of Know- 
ledse. Wc asaoci.nte procrCES, both in tlic Indivi- 
dual and In the community with the IJca oî Know- 
ing ItscU; ignorance is one of th« great bars to 
progress, and with the development of knowlcdKt», 
with accumulation, with the improvement In the 
method of its collection, with tlio development of 
the means of its belter UisRcmlnatlon, wc feel that 
something Is happening through society which is 
making for progreD."». 

The cpcond clement wlilcli I tliliiU sieatly 
contributed to the idea of progrcEs li.-is been the 
growth In the conception of equality. One of the 
most striking things in the "0th century has been 
the permeation of this idea of equality. After alt, 
If ive look out over the world. Is not that one of 
i tlie greatest things wlileli Is happening. thiH growth 
: of the .lenfie of eiiuality, this growUi of the dcHire 
j for equullty? It Is not simp'.y v.ltliln a race but 
j Ijctwcen races: evcrywlicro we feel iho big urge 
towards equality. ISui what do we mean by equal- 
ity? Vi'e do not mean In any sense uniformity. 
I We recognise that there Is in nature something 
I which makes ngaln.tt rf|u:illly. lîiil when wo talk 
' of cquullt.v «r are tlilnkInK of certain things: we 



that the development oC' things is supporting the 
faith In progress; that, despite, all the set-backs 
and the difficulties of our^ times, this is the great 
thine which is marking! our. modern society, this 
steady effort to raise the political, the economic 
and the social life of the community. And It there 
Is much tlinl ihrrntens true personality, that seems 
to submerge U at limes, at least wo are conscious 
of that danger, at least wc are saying. Let us 
e.\amlne, so that wo can see whether these measures 
tcglslatlonally, admlnistrallonally or socially, 
whether these arc realty helping to develop a 
community, that conforms to our conception of 
progre.-îs. 

I li:ivc rhvolt on thl.s because it is the haclt- 
bi'ound to much of our thinking, and 1 wish to 
try and express as plainly and as frankly as I 
possibly can views which I 'may have on particu- 
lar questions, knowing that often you may disagrco 
with me, often I may be in error, but at least I 
will do this, I wilt try and set out as wc go through 
the different subjects In these lectures, the con- 
clusions or the views which experience and study 
oC the subject have suggested. 

Now, turning from this subject to the question 
of this J<aw ISra. Alt of us, all of us must feel 
that this era In which we live, If we think back 
at all and compare it with the past, is one of tho 
greatest. If not ilio greatest period in tho whole 
story of histoiy. The complexity of it bafHea us. 
And yet, surely, nothing Is more Important than 
the attempts to study our own times, to iiy and 
sea whither things are going, to do so dispassion- 
ately and with the pure love of truth. 

■When one looks at this period It may help us 
to think of It In three stages. There Is, first, tho 
stagç which you may say brings us to 1914; and 
I like to think, rather, of that period as from about 
IS95 up to 1914. There is, secondly, the porlod 
1914 to the close of ISIS. And then there is tho 
third period, which brings us down to the present 
day. They are all linked together aa one great 
period, but It is helpful for us, I think. In trying 
to understand our own times, to look for a f^ew 
minutes on these three periods, and to remember 
as wo look at them how the growth of knowledge 
and tho growth of the idea of equality contribute 
to progress. 

That first period was a period in which there 
was an amazing awakening of new thought. Science 
was opening new pages from the closing years of 
the 19th centuiT. The work which was being done 
In physics, tho work which brought us the return 
to the thought of Mendel In biotog}', this begins 
another chapter in the history of modern thought, 
and it carries on right through the period and Its 
Influence is growing continually on the body poli- 
tic. Bccausa one of the great things in this age 
in wTilch we live Is the way In which gradually 
there passes down Into the minds of people the 
character of the thought, the temper of the thought 
which is dominating a period. And during this 
whole period whTte we see new knowledge grow- 
Ing, we see also a spirit which is less dogmatic In 
character, which is mora alive to 'the problems 
that seem yet to baffle all our powers of percep- 
tion: the fact that In this period, while wo seem 
to turn oomers In the road of progress, as Profes- 
sor Eddlngton puts It, we find ourselves face to 
face at the end with the sense of how little we 
know, of how much of mystery there is in things, 
of how, freshly we need to rethink our work; and 
this movement of thought seems to me one of those 
things which is most characteristic of the new 
era. There Is a lack cf dogmatism in our thought 
not only in pure science but aUo In the social sci- 
ences. We see much more clearly the complexity 
of the elements which have to be provided for: 
In our education, In our social service work, in 
everj' field of human activity, there is a fluidity, 
as it were, of thought which Increaaingly marks 
this period and particularly contributes to the per- 
plexity of life. But It Is a real advance and it 
helps to prevont that crudity of thought which has 
often marked popular movementa and which wc 
can se« even In some parts of the world today, 
where rude . materialism seems to dominate the 
thoughts of men. 

And BO again, we .«.ce another aspect In thin 
first period pf development. I look particularly at 
the history tif the western European states In these 
years, France, Germany, but, above all, Kngland. 
I think it Is not too much to say that In these 
years and in England particularly in the jears bc- 
tweeii 1906 and 1914 there woa being worKed out ; 
a new social policy, a new Idea of the state In tho • 
cominunlty. And In both science and in social 
thought there followed great applications of 
thought. Tho development of the petrol engine 
made It possible to overcome in large measure 
space, to revolutionize road transport, to open up 
the posslblilty of aerial transport. It was one of

Dut these nro only certain elements of pro- 
groHB. Wo think of Homotliing far lioyond mere 
Unowli'dKe, mere (iiuallly of rlgiits: W« nro think- 
ing far more of llie developnioiit ot the personality 
of individuals, that, an It were, llio whole aim of 
equality Is to call out the Inlliallve, the resources, 
whioh He within tho Individual to enrich tho llfo 
u( the whole community by binding all Into the 
service of tliB iMimininilty. 'I'liiil in nol cornel hiiiK.

of bringing the world rloHer together. So, alfto. 
tho conquest of the air by the transtnlssion of 
sound, the development of wireless,- made speech 
carry throughout tha world and brought people to- 
gether in a way which was undreamed of. .\nU 
not only so, but It brought home music and cul- 
ture to the remote parts of the community and 
to the liomes of tho jioor. Tlioso things Influence 
deeply the mind ot people and make for a new 
body politic. 

So again, looking at another example, the fix- 
ation of atmospheric nitrogen opened up possibil- 
ities for maintaining the supplies of foodstuffs for 
thai world and Increasing them. These applica- 
tions ot science are things which have contributed 
greatly to the making of the new era, and on the 
other side, in social policy, wo see the efforts to 
bring a mea8Ur«^|igourily of llfo for the worker 
such as was never tiVfore attempted and tho build- 
ing up ot a spirit of soplal Insurance and mutual 
helpfulness which certainly was one ot the elements 
that enabled England lo face the situation In 1914. 
and strengthened her and gave her a community 
organisation which In all kinds ot ways helped her 
In war as It had helped her also ahd will l^elp her 
in peace. 

Tet these things brought with them their de- 
fects and their dongars and we are seeing today 
some ot the problems whicli arise 6ut ot thé ex- 
tension of that social policy which was Inid In 
these critical years between 1000 and 1014. And 
let me point to one other thing Just as an evidence 
ot the new power ot the state and the Improve- 
ment in Us Justice. To many It may seem that 
taxation is à subjtet not (o commend aa one of 
the great achievements and Improvementa ot the 
statç. In England tha income tax has welghod 
heavily on the shoulders of men, and yet It Is In 
tills period, from lOUli onwarils llitt we g^l that 
munlty, and not only made Just, liUt being made 
Hystcni being built up nod niudd Jusl In I lie con)- 
the great instruiiKfnt whereby social pulley can be 
carried out In peace and also une of the gi'eat In- 
struments by which the state can bo strengthened 
tn war. And m-o must think of this devulopmeni 
of la.vilioii as pail of llii- Hclenlific NlrciiKlIieninK 
and liiilMIng up of the lommuhily in iiiir mndeni 
life, '
